co-operators or vicars in the epiſcopal functions, who lived in 
the country and villages at a great diſtance from the city church *. 
Their office was to preſide over the country clergy, and enquire 
into their behaviour, and make report thereof to the city biſhop ; 
as alſo to provide fit perſons for the inferior ſervice and miniſtry 
of the church. And, to give them ſome authority, they had the 
following privileges conferred upon them. 1. They were al- 


lowed to ordain readers, ſubdeacons, and exorciſts, for the uſe _ 


of the country churches; but they might not ordain prieſts 
nor deacons without the ſpecial leave of the city biſhop, 
under whoſe juriſdiction both they and the country Were... 
They had a power to confirm thoſe who were newly baptized in 
country churches. — They had power to grant letters dimiſſory 
to the country clergy who deſired to remove from one dioceſe to 
another. 4. They had liberty to officiate in the city church in 
the preſence of the biſhop and preſbyters of the city, which 
country preſbyters had not. 5. They had the privilege of ſitting 
| and voting in ſynods and councils. But in the gth century this 
order, by the Pope's tyranny, came to be laid aſide in the 
Weſtern church. 

But whatever effects the wing aſide the Chorepiſcagt might 
. have in other Weſtern nations, there is no viſible reaſon to 
believe, that it had any influence on the Engliſh church; for 
© that church was not founded till the inconvenience of the au-

« till after the Norman conqueſt *.“ . 

It may indeed be well doubted whether it was received there 
then; ſince the office of ſuffragan biſhops * was not the ſame 
with that of the Chorepiſcopi. For though the ancient Chore- 
piſcopi and theſe ſuffragans were in many things much of the 
ſame nature, yet in ſome reſpect theſe latter were new both in 
name and thing. The Chorepiſcopi had no diſtinct ſee of their 
own, but were only ordained to a part of the city biſhops ſees; 

: whereas theſe ſuffr agans were actually biſhops of other ſees, 
though they did not reſide upon them. They had their titles 
from places abroad in partibus infidelium, in which (though there 
were fixed ſees, and they had been ordained to them) they could 


not remain with ſafety, thoſe ſees being in the poſſeſſion of 


the Turks; and were commiſſioned by ſuch biſhops here 3 
5 England, as were either ſo in firm as not to be able to go about 92 1 
their dioceſes themſelves, or were hindered from ſo doing by their 
attendance on parliament, or executing the great offices of ſtate, 
to go about and viſit them in their ftead 3, to preach, celebrate 
orders, confirm, conſecrate churches and nuns, and to execute 
| ſuch other things as were requiſite to the epiſcopal office. Thus 
a writer of the fourteenth # century repreſented them: Freres, 
ſays he, ben made biſhops, to go and preche and convert heathen 
men, and leave this ghoſtly office and be ſuffragans in Englands. 
© Thus much is evident, that whereas neither the name nor 
the office of theſe ſuffragan biſhops are to be found in the 
canons or hiſtories of the n church before the Conqueſt,

a regiſtry in any biſhop's office, that does not afford us light 
enough to aſcertain the names and the powers of their re- 
ſpective ſuffragan biſhops.” The learned Mr. Wharton pro- 
miſed, if he had lived to finiſh his Anglia Sacra, to exhibit a 
perfect ſucceſſion of theſe ſuffragan biſhops in almoſt all the 
dioceſes of England, for about two hundred years before the 
Reformation; which ſeems a plain intimation that he could not 
trace hem higher, or find any of them here before that time,

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In the Manual according to the uſe of Sarum ', the ſuffragan 
ſeems to be called the biſhop's deputy, ſince, in the charge there 
given “ to godfaders and godmoders,” they are charged * to lerne 
„ the child, or ſe that be learned the Pater noſter, Ave, and Credo, 
& after the lawe of all holy churche, and in all goodly haſte to 
«© be confermed of my lord of the dioceſe, or of his depute.“

By what the old Engliſh writer ſays, whom: I mentioned 


before, one would conclude, that theſe ſuffragans were Engliſh : 
friers or regulars. They are generally repreſented by our | 
hiſtorians as very ambitious, and of ſtrong paſſions for the 
things of this world. As therefore thev had always a fund of 
ready money, and could by that means make a powerful appli- 
cation to the court of Rome; it is no wonder that they took this 
opportunity of the dioceſan biſhops want of deputies to ſupply 
their places, to gratify their ambitious and ſelfiſh diſpoſitions. | 
It appeared, that their being titular biſhops of foreign ſees was 
ſometimes a ſtep to their being promoted to one at home: 
their being deputies or ſuffragans of the dioceſan biſhops ſerved 
to ſtrengthen the intereſt of their order; and they got ſome- 


thing, beſides being Paid, 1 ſuppoſe, by the biſhops for acting | 
as thei deputies.

with all ceremonies appertaining unto the ſame ; vet nevertheleſs 
no proviſions had thitherto been made for ſuffragans, which had 
been accuſtomed to be had within this realm, for the more 
ſpeedy adminiſtration of the ſacraments, and other good, whole- 
ſome, and devout things, and laudable ceremonies, to the in- 
creaſe of God's honour, and for the commodity of good ind 
devout people. By this act, 25 towns, and the Ifle of Wight, 
are nominated to be taken and accepted for ſees of biſhops ſuf- 
. 1 to be made in this realm, and in Wales * „

In Henry Wharton's letter of Obſervations at the end of Strype's Memorials 
of Cranmer, p. 256, upon a paſſage in Strype belonging to the year 1537, we read: 
In the firſt act of parliament, made in this reign *, touching ſuffragan biſhops, 
certain titles were appointed, to which the ſaid ſuffragans ſhould be conſecrated, 
taken from ſeveral of the chief towns in England; but it was not required, that 
* the ſuffragan of any particular dioceſe ſhould take his title from ſome town in 
that dioceſe, but was left at liberty to take it from any town [in the province] 
mentioned in that act; which was accordingly practiſed indifferently till the pro- 
„ mulgation of the ſecond act & concerning ſuffragans.” This paſſage is here 
_ exactly tranſcribed; except that I have added the three words included between 
brackets, and have allo in the very beginning placed two commas, one after pas

act, the ſuffragan did not take his title indifferently from any 


town mentioned in the act, but from ſome one in the dioceſe 
where he was a ſuffragan. But that learned man ſeemed to 
have miſtaken O. Elizabeth's revival of this act, 1558, after the 


repeal of it by her ſiſter Mary, 15 54, for a ſecond act. 


The occaſion of the aboveſaid act was, as has been intimated, 
that in the act paſſed the year before, for electing and con- 
ſecrating archbiſhops and biſhops within this realm, no proviſion 
was made for the electing and conſecrating ſuffragans. By this 
act therefore it was ordered, That no perſon ſhould henceforth 
be preſented to the ſee of Rome for the dignity of archbiſhop 
or biſhop; but that, whenſoever any preſentment or nomination _ 
ſhall be made by the king, &c. every archbiſhop and biſhop, to 


whoſe hands any ſach preſentment ſhall be directed, ſhall, with 


all celerity, inveſt and conſecrate the perſon nominate. This, 
it is obſerved, was done all this reign, till the eſtabliſhment of 


a new form of conſecration in the 3d year of king Edward VI. 
according to the form of conſecration in the Roman pontifical;

and having their titles from ſome place in it, and not having 
any fixed ſee of their own. And yet this was not always the 
_ caſe of theſe ſuffragans. For inſtance, the biſhop of London 
had a ſuffragan with the title of Bedford, in the dioceſe of Lin- 
coln; the biſhop of Ely another, with the title of Colcheſter, 
in the dioceſe of London; and the biſhop of St. Aſaph, for 
whoſe dioceſe no ſuffragan was provided by the act, a third 
with the title of Shafteſbury, in the dioceſe of Sarum or Briſtol *.

Though indeed ſo far is dining at an arch- 
biſhop's ſteward's table from being thought even now a being 
treated with contempt, that I have had the honour of dining 


there more than once, when one or two dioceſan biſhops ſat at 


the upper end of it. 


The learned Mr. Collier obſerved very witty; that there were 


actually ſuch prelates as theſe ſuffragans at the making the fore- 


mentioned ſtatute.

By the reformation of the eccleſiaſtical laws, - no manner of 
notice i is taken of any biſhops-ſuffragan ; only adjutors are or- 
dered to be provided, in caſe a biſhop be ill. of any deſperate 

_ diftemper, or very aged. But it ſeems a conſideration well 
worthy of the goodneſs and wiſdom of the prelate who pro- 
poſed it *, for what cauſes theſe ſuffragans have been ſo long 
diſuſed, _ how far the revival of them would be ſerviceable 
to the Engliſh church. One thing ſeems to make them ne- 
ceſſary in our larger dioceſes, and thoſe in which the biſhops | 
themſelves do not or cannot refide ; and that is the due and 
regular performance of Confirmation, which ought to be cele-

chatter; but in ſuch a manner as to underſtand and be ſenſible of the ſolemn vow, 
promiſe, and profeſſion, which was then made in their names by their ſureties.

his pariſh as he ſhall think fit to be preſented to the biſhop to be confirmed; ſo 
care be taken that none be preſented to your Grace but ſuch whoſe names are in 
fuch liſts. This I mention the rather, becauſe experience has ſhewn me, that, for 
want of this order, the miniſter is little regarded on theſe occaſions , fince they 
know very well, they can get to be confiamed whether he approves them or not. 

In the ſecond council at Oxford it was ordered, that the pariſh prieſts ſhould 
frequently admoniſh parents to bring their baptiſed children to confirmation, when- 
ever they heard of the biſhop's being near them. On this our canoniſt Lyndwood * 
noted, that the common uſage was, for biſhops to appoint the places were they 
confirmed at ſuch convenient diſtances, that no one ſhould have occaſion to g9 
above ſeven miles from their own homes to attend on them.

AN occaſi on was offered} in a \ lite Memoir, read at the Soclety 


of Antiquaries, April 23, 1784 *, to ſay ſomething of our Suffragan 
Biſhops, whoſe titles were borrowed from places in partibus infide- 
um, commonly called biſhops iz: partibus, of which we find ſeveral _ 
before the Reformation, that is, before the ſtatute 26 Hen. VIII. 
by which theſe ſuffragan, or aſſiſting prelates, now uſually called 
coadjutors *, were all to take their titles from places here at home; Y 
the ſeveral places are therein mentioned. But as the ſubject "RY 
not common, and the nature and employments of this ſpecies 
of prelates may not be underſtood generally, or by all, and the 
matter moreover ſeems not foreign to the deſign of the antiqua- 


rian inſtitution, it may not be improper to reſume it, and to treat 
it ſomewhat more diſtinctly i in a particular paper; and this is 
Propoſed to be done in the following diatribe.
